The oil companies yielded in 
Yeheran in order to split the 
producers and lay the ghost of 
2 possible total oil embargo. 
Now they are facing the threat 
of a disruption in oil supplies 
which accounted for just half 
of Europe's consumption last 
year. They hope, therefore, to be 
able to bridge that gap for 
quite a while by running down 
stocks, and increasing deliveries 
from other sources (including 
the Gulf, and ‘haps the U.8.), 
even though that would involve 
higher transport costs and sale 
prices, and perhaps even some 
rationing of petrol. 

The companies’ present firm 
stand is understandable in view 
of the high stakes involved. 
Libya’s new demands amount 
to an increase per barrel three 
times as large as that paid to 
the Gulf states. It would add 
another two billion dollars a 
year to Europe's fuel dill on 
top of the three billion dollars 
agreed to in Teheran. More- 
over, some of the clauses — for 
instance, concerning investment 
of part of the profits in local 
development projects — would 


create precedents on which 
other countries could easily 
seize.

tempted to exploit against us, 

The current crisis shows that 
no amount of compliance with 
Arab wishes could have saved 
the Western world from confron- 
tation with the oil producing 
countries concerning purely eco- 
nomic issues. It is to be hoped 
that this lesson will be absorbed, 
and oil will cease to play the 
role of a political weapon,

It was announced thet Mr, Brezh- 
nev had accepted an invitation to 
visit Cairo, some time this year. 

Dr. Sidky arrived only a week 
after the secret Moscow visit of 
Egypt's President Anwar Sadat, but 
he may also have touched on poli- 
tical matters during his meetings 
here. 

Reporting his departure yester- 
day, Tass said during Dr. Sidiky’s 
nine-day visit “there was 2a wide 
exchange of opinions” on a number 
of issues, 

The accords signed on Tuesday 
concerned economic and technical 
cooperation and 1971 trade ex- 
changes, Tass announced, 

The cooperation agreement, signed 
by Egyptian Deputy Premier Aziz 

and Soviet Vice-Premier 
Vladimir Novikov, provides for 
Soviet assistance in rural electrifi- 
cation, desert reclamation and the 
building of new industrial projects. 

According to sources in Cairo, the

Israel militarily stronger

REHOVOT, —. Defence Minister 
Moshe Dayan declared last night 
that Israel's political posture today 
was firm, because its military po- 
sition was much stronger than ever 
before.

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EXAM RACKET IN JAPAN 


From cheating to murder 


By MARK MURRAY 
TOKYO iOfus). — 
Ween the body of a small-time 
Korean criminal was found in 
his car on the outskirta of Osaka, 
Japan's sécond biggest city, on Ja- 
nuary 30, police treated it as 8 
routine investigation of an under- 
world killing. 

But now, six weeks later, the in- 
vestigation is page one news and 
has snow-balled into a scandal 
which has shaken the academic 
and medica! communities of Japan. 
For the dead man, Wook Sang 
Kang, 42, police have discovered, 
was the leader of a gang which 
stole university entrance examina- 
tion papers — from ἃ prison where 
they were printed — and sold them 
to students for between £5,000 and 
£8,000. 

Those caught up in the scandal 
Include the chief of one of Ja- 
pan’s biggest jails, who is being 
questioned on bribery charges: the 
head of ἃ municipal education au- 
thority, who ‘hes resigned in dia- 


grace after admitting he paid 
£8,000 to cbtain the exam papers 
for his son; two major universities, 
which are checking the results of 
examinations at their medical 
schools over the past three years: 
and 20 students who are facing 
expulsion. δ 

And the ‘entire medical profes- 
sion has become involved in con- 
troversy over the fat fees doctors 
earn — because a number of stu- 
dents, some of them sons of doc- 
tors, have admitted that stolen pa- 
pers got them into medical school. 

The gang stole the examination 

papers from the printing shop of 
Osaka prison. Competition to en- 
ter universities -- and per- 
tieularly thelr medical schools — 
is fierce In Japan and printing of 
the exam papers is assigned to 
prison workshops because of the 
high security there. 

Kang realised the possibilities of 
the racket when he saw the papers 
being printed while he was a pri- 
soner in Osaka jail in 1962. He

successful U.S. Presidential can- 
didate in the 1940s, collapsed and 
died on Tuesday while preparing to 
leave for a White House party in 
Washington (as reported briefly in 
yesterday's second edition). He was 
68 and leaves two sons. 

Dewey, former Governor of New 
York, was discharged on Monday 
from the Miamt Heart Institute. Ac- 
cordizg to sources at his hotel here, 
he was packing to fly to Washing- 
ton when he collapsed. He was to 
have been a guest at an "Irish 
night" party at the White House 
on Tuesday night to honour Irish 
Premier John Lynch and announce 
the engagement of President Nixon's 
daughter Tricia. 

Thomas Dewey Was defeated by 
Franklin Ὁ, Roosevelt in his bid

for the Presidency in 1944 and then 
lost to Harry 5. Truman In 1948 
in one of the greatest election up- 
sets of modern times. 

He first sprang into the limelight 
in 1936 when, at the age of 34, 
he achieved fame as New York 
City’s “racket-busting” special pro- 
secutor who put a long llne of pro- 
fessional criminals behind bars. 

First bid in 1940 

He first tried for the Republican 
Presidential nomination in 1940, but 
a groundswell of support developed 
for Wendel] Willkie, who won the 
nomination. Mr. Willkie went down 
to defeat in a Roosevelt landailde. 
In 1944 Dewey won the Republican 
nomination on the first ballot. 

The campaign was based on op- 
position to another term for Roose- 
velt, who was then finishing en 
unprecedented third term. The Re- 
publicans called for new leadership 
in the country for the completion 
of the Second World War and for 
the post-War period. 

Dewey recelved 45.9 per cent of 
the poll. 

In Washington, President Nixon 
described Mr. Dewey as “a great 
patriot,. a:.distinguished statesman 
and a fine human being.’ The Pre- 
sident, who Counted Mr. Dewey as 
ἃ close personal friend and political 
associate for over 20 years, sald, 
“His wise counsel has been of im- 
mense value to me on many occa- 
sions during the years I served in 
the House of Representatives, the 
Senate, as Vice-President and as 
President.”

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The Bank of Israel Governor is expected shortly to 
expose the dangers of the rapid growth in the 
nation’s means of payment and liquidity, while 
Treasury sources insist that everything is going 
according to plan, And while all economists agree 
that harm is sure to follow when the rise in means 
of payment more than doubles the growth in the 
GNP, we are all — State and citizenry alike — 
spending more and more on health, housing and 


entertainment. The 
Economic Editor, 


‘HE Governor of the Bank of Is- 

rael is expected to publish shortly 
8. special report concerning the ex- 
cessive expansion of means of pay- 
ment over the past year. It is his 
aquty to do this whenever the 
amount of means of ‘payment 
grows more than 15 per cent over 
8 period of 12 months, which it did 
between mid-February 1970 and 
1971. Moreover, liquidity has been 
rising for quite a time at twice the 
rate of αὶ year ago, while the growth 
rate of our real GNP has substan- 
tially declined. Nevertheless, the re- 
port is likely to cause consternation 
in official quarters, for its statutory 
alm is to alert public opinion and the 
administration to the dangers inhe- 
rent in current economic trends, and 
to suggest changes in policies which 
have let them gain ground. 

This would, however, flatly con- 
tradict the repeated assurances that 
our economy is proceeding in the 
best possible way, that all targets 
set by the government are heing 
achieved, and that nothing can, or 
should, be changed in our economic 
Performance. Most official spokesmen 
concede that our halance of pay- 
ments may be somewhat overcharg- 
ed (though we have been advised 
not to take that all too seriously, 
confidently expecting unlimited aid 
from both world Jewry and the 
American 'Administration). Could it 
be that something has gone awry 
alzo on the home front? 

The Governor's diagnosis can 
hardly fail to be that our economic 
malaise is persistent inflation which 
is gathering force just at a time 
when official spokesmen have expec- 
ted it to slow down. Since his report 
will come Inconvenfently on the 
heels of the budget — which has 
already set fiscal policy for the next 
year —~ an outright critique in this 
field {s rather improbable. The Go- 
vernor may stress the importance of 
income policy — ie. of wage and 
price restraint — but that has been 
done time and again by Mr. Sapir, 
and has even been institutionalized 
inthe form οὔ the “package deal," 
though evidently to no great avail. 

Small wonder then that people ex- 
pect the Governor's recommenda- 
tions to refer in the main to credit 
policy, in which respect he has the 
decisive say. The exact mixture of 
measures to be applied in order to 
create a squeeze is probably stil] 
being discussed, but one may guess 
that they will include higher liqui- 
dity ratios for commercial banks, in 
order to reduce the share of depo- 
sits available for lending to the 
public; and higher interest on govern- 
ment loans, in order either to syphon 
off the public's idle cash from being 
deposited with the banks, or else to 
force the banks to raise their rates 
to a competitive level, and conse- 
quently to increase also the interest 
charged on their loans, 

There is no gainsaying that bank 
credits have played an important 
role in providing liquidity during the 
period concerned. During 1970 they 
soared by IL802m., 1.6. 26 per cent, 
as compared with IL293m. (10 per 
cent) during 1969. During the first 
two months of 1971 their expansion 
continued at an annual rate double 
that of 1970. It is therefore arguable 
that it is the banks which are to be 
blamed for the excessive rise in 
liquidity, and that plugging that

hole would be the appropriate re- 
medy. 

However, this line of thinking 
inevitably raises some awkward 
questions. If bank credits have been 
expanding excessively — as they 
well may have — why were curbs 
not applied in due time to check 
that trend? As a matter of fact, a 
stiff credit policy was announced 
just a year ago, when bill brokerage 
was brought within the scope of 
Uquidity regulations, because mone- 
tary expansion was already then 
considered to have gone too far. 
But the steps outlined were shelved, 
to the great comfort of both bank- 
ers and the business public, but 
perhaps not to the benefit of the 
national economy. 

One may also ask whether a cre- 
dit squeeze should be applied at a 
moment when the economy is said 
— at least by official spokesmen 
-— to be entering a crucial stage 
of adjustment to more or less peace- 
time conditions, and when its 
growth rate is steadily declining 
(to perhaps an annual 7 per cent. 
if not less, by the end of this year). 
In order to be moderately effective 
@ credit squeeze must bring in its 
wake some hardships, some shelving 
of projects started without adequate 
own means, perhaps a number of 
closings-down, creating local, 
though temporary, pockets of un- 
employment. Are we actually going 
to be that tough? Will a cradit 
squeeze be dovetailed with the of- 
ficial policy of full employment? 

Last, but not the least, the ques- 
tion must be faced of carrying a 
credit squeeze into practice. While 
‘banks can be conveniently pin- 
pointed as culprits, the major (in- 
deed the only real) inflatioaary 
force has been, of course, Sorr3w- 
ing not by the public, but by the 
state, 1.6. our huge and recurrent 
‘budgetary deficits. Quite apart from 
the amounts which the state bor- 
rowed from the central bank, cre- 
dits taken up at the commercial 
banks amounted to IL690m. in 
1970 (compared with IL300m. in 
1969). 


Now, the 1971-72 budget is defi- 
citary just as the current one. To 
be sure, it is argued that the de- 
ficit run by the government is off- 
set, Indeed is exceeded, by its pur- 
chases of forelgn currency (main- 
ly for defence requirements}, so 
that the home impact of the budget 
is actually deflationary. However, 
thig Is only part of the truth. For 
the dollars are purchased mainly 
from the national institutions which 
are spending their proceeds to the 
hilt, and the aggregate public sec- 
tor is still running a huge deficit 
which is spent at home. 

Even the government's own sur- 
Plus in local currency hag been 
scheduled to amount in 1971-72 to 
perhaps half the amount of last 
year (after taking into account the 
current arrears in tax revenue, and 
the decision to drop IL200m. from 
mext year's development budget), 
while the growth in people's pur-

chasing power will be undoubtedly 
increased, demanding stronger coun- 
ter-pressure to offset it. 

Since overall liquidity will con- 
tinue to increase, a stiffer control 
of bank lending activity cannot 
change the situation, It may af- 
fect business, in particular Invest- 
ment decisions, but in circum- 
stances of ample demand the ad- 
visability of curbing the productive 
uses of money igs at least dubious. 
Moreover, the precedent of bill 
brokerage has shown that banks 
and business can be relied upon to 
find a way to provide the credit, 
degpite administrative controls, 
whenever the basic economic con- 
ditions warrant it, 

But if credit policy can play only 
a subsidiary role in checking Is- 
rael's endemic inflation, what else 
can be expected from our authorities? 
The answer ts surprisingly simple: 
most probably they will try to cure 
the evil by disregarding it. What- 
ever the Governors findings and 
Tecommendations, nobody expects 
them to be of more than margi- 
nal effect. To be sure, textbooks say 
that persistent increase in the 
amount of means of payment at 
twice the rate of growth of real 
GNP is bound to produce adverse 
economic and social effects, but 
why bother about such outlandish 
formulas of academic eggheads? 

A lot of reasons can be brought 
forward as to why Inflation does not 
matter in our case. One may quote 
Keynes to prove that the crucial 
factor is not the amount of money, 
hut the use of it, and that infla- 
tion can be checked not only by 
administrative controls, but also by 
psychological means, by ‘“jawbon- 
ing" in American parlance (even 
though this facile view is contra- 
dicted by modern monetary tenets). 

One may claim tbat the amount 
of means of payment has risen that 
mach partly owing. to the increase 
in costs and prices caused by the 
August de facto devaluation (though 
this would be tantamount to admit- 
ing that next to nothing has been 
achieved by that step). One may 
argue that inflation does not mat- 
ter in any case, because wages and 
prices in other industrial countries 
have been going up even more 
rapidly (though that is obvious non- 
sense, for while the inflation abroad 
may ease our exports, we shail 
haye to pay for it through the nose 
by our mach bigger import bill). 

The truth is that any argument 
will do to justify our economic po- 
licy as long as we can afford It. 
And as long as we can have money 
(foreign currency) galore for the 
asking, economic reasoning can be 
Safely disregarded, and retrench- 
ment may be considered a vice, if 
ποῖ treason. Accordingly we have 
allowed our living standards to ad- 
vance in a cavalier way, and have 
topped it by rapid expansion of pub- 
lic_services. τ 

Over the past ten years our na- 
tional health expenditure per capita 
has soared about 50 per cent in 
real terms. Education, welfare, com- 
munal housing, entertainment ser- 
vices have been improved at least 
at a similar rate. And yet we are 
told that we are just ‘begimning to 
understand how bad the situation 
is in every respect, and how vast 
will be the amounts required for 
civil essentials — quite apart from 
defence.

MEIR SHERMAN 


T is but a year since Melr Sher- 
man died, and one can only say. 
that the world ig a much poorer 
place without him, Those of us who 
were privileged to be his friends 
will always be able to say there was 
a real man of true qualities. 

Meir was one.of the founding 
fathers of modern Israel. He was a 
devoted son of Zion in the most 
profound sense,. and demonstrated: 
by his own life that idealism and 
pragmatism are not mutually exclu- 
sive tralts of character. 

He was closely associated for 
many years with the late Levi 
Eshkol and, like him, combined 
common-sense practicality with a 
deep attachment to the best in 
Jewish tradition, 

He was both a fiercely committed 
halutz and a sophisticated man of 
the wider world; and both aspects 
coexisted comfortably. He was a 
perfectionist, and‘ demanded perfec- 
tion of others. When it came to de- 
elsion-making he never passed the 
buck. All of us admired him for 
his steadfastness, his perceptive- 
ness and his ability to get down to 
the basis of any ‘problem. 

It. might be said that he was the 
ideal public servant, fashioning ex-. 
emplary standards of integrity. His 
humility was startling. for he never 
cared that others were credited with 
his many achievements. He always 
dodged the public eye and kept 
out of politics. ἡ 


Romantic business leader 


One has only’ to enumerate the 
tasks he performed and the posi- 
tions he 'filled ‘to appreciate the 
major role Meir. filled in the up- 
building of Israel's economic and 
military strength. This was the 
case as Chief of the Defence Pur- 
chasing Mission in North America 
during the War of Independence and 
as Israel's ‘first’ Economic Minis- 
ter to Washington in the crucial 
years of 1954-59. when he helped 
to secure U.S. Government aid and 
participated in fashioning the 
Bonds Drive into a mighty instru- 
ment for developing Israel. 

Back in Israel, Meir plunged into 
the task of being Managing Direc- 
tor of Paz Ol!

sian. His deep love of music he 
inherited from his’ father, one of 
the first Tel Aviv physicians.

and youthful association with such 
great men of the Jewish Renais- 
sance as Bialik left a life-long im- 
print on him. 

This captain of finance and in- 
dustry was one of the most roman- 
tic people I ever met, and it was 
very exciting for me to discover 
only ,recently that he also wrote 
beautiful stories for children and 
translated his beloved Bialik into 
English. He succeeded in his work 
and his testament’ is written Into 
the annals of the Jewish State.

TH petroleum industry's recent 
crisia has put the spotlight on 
the yulnerable situation of the 
-world’s major source of energy. 
The dependence of Europe and the 
‘Far East on Middle Eastern oll has 
been demonstrated by the necessity 
of imposing fuli rationidg In Eu- 
rope: the moment the oil-producing 
nations decide to cut off supplies 
to the West ang to Japan, even 
temporarily. P 
Two alternatives have been rais- 
ed: the. development of new oil 
fields in Jess politically volatile 
areas, and the increased use of 
other sources of energy. The latter 
refers to increased use of nuclear 
power plants. Even now oll-fired 
power stations are haying trouble 
holding their own against nuclear 
plants, but much’ ‘time is needed 
to plan. construct, and put a2 
nuclear power plant into operation. 
So nuclear plants cannot provide 
@ quick solution to the world’s de- 
pendence on Middle Eastern oil, al- 
though the modern source. of power 
may provide a long-term answer. 
The more immediate possibility of 
stepping up the production of non- 
Middle-Eastern oil is also very dif- 
ficult, as a stimely study. of the 
Energy Divisfon of The Chase Man- 
hattan Bank shows, This recently- 
published research estimates that 
world-wide petroleum requirements 
in the ‘seventies will be double those 
of the’ sixties. Capital investment 
must increase . proportionally, . if 


these vast needs are to be fully 
accommodated. There is no indica- 
tion that the search for oil has 
| become. cheaper. The. opposite is 
true, specially when the cost of 


pollution control! — an urgent πὸ- 
cessity in the U.S. — is added. 

Capital and exploration expen- 
Giture usually are divided in two 
classes: those involved in the 
search for ol and those meeded for 
the bullding of pipelines, tanker 
fleets, refinerles, chemical plants 
and marketing of the product, 

The Chase Manhattan study cal- 
culates that the U.S, and Canada 
in 1968 spent $6.400m. on the 
search for oi] and $3,850m, on the 
development of the secondary faci- 
litles. In the rest of the world, oil 
search investment was $2,520m. and 
almost three times as much 
56,985m., was spent on the facilities 
for distribution. 


Available and cheap 


So ft becomes apparent that «il 
exploration is a most expensive δο- 
tivity, while distribution ts the high- 
cost Item in the rest of the world, 
excluding the Sovier Union. This is 
especially true in the Middle East. 
The Middle East in 1969 produced 
over 36 per cent of the Free 
World's crude oil, but needed a 
capital investment of only $380m.. 
or about 4 per cent of the amount 
spent for this purpose in the Free 
World. 

Despite all the money spent on 
oil exploration in the U.S. and Ca- 
nada, their wells produce barely 
30 per cent of the world's supply. 
The countries of the Middle East 
together contribute more oi) than 
the U.S. and Canada, with minis- 
cule exploration expense. 

This is the secret of the strong 
position of the Middle East oil pro- 
‘ducers. Their off is readily available 
and comparatively cheap. And it 
will therefore be difficult — if 
not impossible — to replace.

i; ODERN American reform rabbis 

may spend up to 60-80 per 
cent of their time in “crisis coun- 
selling” and there has to be pro- 
vision for this in their education. 
This is the view of Dr. Alfred 
Gottschalk, new director of the He- 
brew Union College-Jewish Institute 
of Religion, who succeeds the late 
Nelson Glueck. 

Dr. Gottschalk, a large and 
friendly man, seems to be bringing

College. The college in Jerusalem 
has always been distinguished for 
its archaeology, and is likely to 
remain so, but Dr. Gottschalk wants 
more attention directed towards 
what he refers to as “the whole 
area of people and human relation- 
ships.”

On the other hand, continued the 
President, while it is mandatory 
under the Law for the supreme re- 
ligious court to give an opinion on 
the question submitted to it by the 
Attorney General, that does not 
mean that it must give an abso- 
lutely clear-cut opinion. On the 
contrary, as the Attorney General 
had submitted, if the religious court 
were of the opinion that in the 
circumstances described in the At- 
torney General's request it would be 
unable to decide in advance how 
It would dissolve che marriage in 
question if the matter were refer- 
red to it (that is whether it would 
grant a divorce, or annul the mar- 
Tiage or declare it void ab initio) 
then there was nothing to prevent 
ik from expressing its doubts in 
the opinion it submits to the At- 
torney General. 

Furthermore, held the President, 
the opinion submitted by the su- 
preme religious court is not neces- 
sarily binding, from a factual view- 
point, upon the religious court 
which receives the jurisdiction to 
consider the matter of the dissolu- 
tion of the marriage (if the matter 
be referred to a religious court). 
For that court might find that 
there Is not sufficient proof or the 
facts according to its own laws 
of evidence {see aiso Shifman in 
“Mishpatim," vol, 2. p. 420). It 
may, however, be safely assumed 
that this will occur on the rare 
occasion only as there should, in 
feneral, be no cause for any doubts 
as to the credibility of the facts 
set aut in the Attorney General's 
request. 

Returning to the particular mat- 
ter under consideration, the Presi- 
Gent held that it is clear that 
the letter written by the Chief Sec- 
retary of the Supreme Rabbinical 
Court to the Attorney General, in 
which he quoted the decision of 
that court, ts not satisfactory. For, 
first, this form of reply (ag weil 
as of all the others which preceded 
it) ig not correct and does not 
comply with the demands of the 
Law, since section 2 of the Law 
requires that the Supreme Rab- 
binieal Court (and not its Chief Sec- 
retary! give its opinion to the 
Attorney General. In other words, 
stressed the President, the original 
decision, signed by the members of 
the Supreme Rabbinica} Court, must 
be sent to the Attorney General, 
and he hoped that this observation 
would be brought to the attention 
of the rabbinical authorities 80 as 
to ensure that these matters be 
Properly reguiated in the future. 

Secondly, and malnly, cantinued 
the President, the content of the 
letter sent to the Attorney Genera! 
was unsatisfactory as once the Pre- 
sident of the Supreme Court had 
seep no cause for doubting the ve- 
raclty of the facts set out in the 
application (that is, that the wife 
is either an athelst or a Protestant, 
and is not a Jewess or a member 
of any recognised Christian ¢com-~- 
munity which has its own court 
in Israel) this showld have been 
accepted by the Supreme Rabbinic- 
al Court and on this basis that 
court should have given its opinion 
as to whether a rabbinical court 
would be Hkely to grant a divorce, 
annul the marriage ‘or declare it 
void ab initio, and should not have 
insisted on examining the appli- 
cants Itself.

Dr. Yitzhak Raphael, the chair- 
man of the National Religious 
Party Enesset faction, has ten- 
dered his resignation.

“gangsterism.” He said he had lost 
his temper and really intended to 
say “careerism.” 


Health Ministry

The 170 administrative and cleri- 
cal Health Ministry workers who 
ended their three-day strike on 
Tuesday have agreed to submit 
their complaints to a joint com- 
mittee, the Ministry spokesman said 
yesterday, 

The committee, which was origi- 
nally suggested last month by the 
Ministry of Health, wil be com- 
posed of representatives of the 
workers, who are employed at Gov- 
ernment clinics, the Civil service 
Commission, and the Ministry of 
Health. The workers allege that 
they are being discriminated against 
in promotion advancement as ctom- 
pared to workers in similar grades 
at hospitals and that the Ministry 
altered various clauses in a recent 
agreement with them, after they 
had signed it. However, they drop- 
ped this second complaint after meet- 
ing with representatives of the 
Ministry on Tuesday. 

Representatives of the Nurses’ 
Union will be meeting Health Min- 
ister Victor ‘Shemtov early next 
week, it was announced yesterday. 
They are also complaining that 
Ministry officials altered the word- 
ing of a signed agreement between 
them.

Peres on guarantees: 
Don’t want them — 
security is our job-

Minister Shimon Feres said yes- 
terday that Israel’s complaint 
about the guarantees proposed by 
U.S. Secretary of State William 
Rogers was not a matter of tech- 
nicality but one of principle. Speak- 
ing to U.S. Conservative rabbis at 
the Hebrew University’s Wise Au- 
ditortum, the Minister of Transport 
and Communications said that Is- 
rael was not asking the U.S. or 
any other country to protect her 
security, adding “this is our job.” 

Referring to Mr. Rogers’ em- 
Phasis on the importance of guar- 
antees over territories, Mr. Peres 
said Israel's history has been “rich 
with guarantees. Ours is the Pro- 
mised Land, but we have been 
having more promises than Jand,” 
he added amid applause. 

A long-time Director-General of 
the Defence Ministry, Mr. Peres 
Said people tend to forget that Is- 
rael has twice withdrawn from 
Sinai in return for guarantees. Is- 
raeli forces reached the shores of 
El-Arish in 1948 and withdrew, and 
the second pull-out came after the 
“100-Hour Campaign of 1956,” 
which ‘found the LD.F. on the Suez 
Canal and at Sharm | e-Sheikh. 


Then, he: said, “we had a combi- 
netion of many guarantees.” He 
listed a letter from the late Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to former Prime 
Minister David Ben-Gurion, a 
guarantee from the “seagoing ua- 
tions,” and 8 direct promise” from 
the late Egyptian President Nasser 
to the late U.N. Secretary-General 
Dag Hammarskjold. Despite these 
ffuarantees, he said, the Straits of 
Tiran were closed to Israel before 
the 1967 war. 

Mr. Peres consequently praised 
the American position “during the 
past six or seven years.” He 
stressed that Israel would seek to 
maintain close relations with the 
U.5., adding, “we do not want to 
be an isolated nation.” 

The minister denied that the 
U.S. was exerting pressure on Is- 
rael, adding that — if the conflict 
‘were only between Israe] and the 
Arabs — he would have been “ter- 
tibly worried about U.S. pressure.” 
But “there are always the Rus- 
sians"” to consider, he noted. 

On ,the other hand, Mr. Peres 
concluded, he would “prefer Amer- 
ican pressure without Russian pre- 
sence than Russian presence with- 
out American pressure.”

Tugboat crews

Four of the 22 
men who make up the crew of the 
three boats reported sick, absenting 
one man from each of the boats 
and two men from one of them. 
The management immediately or- 
dered the men to switch around and 
man two of the tugboats between 
them (which would have been suffi- 
cignt to keep the freighters moving 
in yesterday's clear weather. How- 
ever, the men refused to move from 
one boat to another, to demonstrate 
their demands for bonuses and pre- 
miums, which they cletm their 
Ashdod colleagues enjoy.

Immigration 
rises from 
S. America

Immigration from South America 
has increased unexpectedly in the 
past few months as a result of 
political developments in that con- 
tinent, Arye Pincus, chairman of 
the Jewish Agency Executive, said 
yesterday. 

Mr. Pincus also revealed that the 
number of files on potential immi- 
grants opened by the Agency's 
aliya offices in North America has 
doubled in recent months com- 
pared to the same period last year. 
He said he expected immigration 
from North America to increase 25 
per cent in the coming year. 


Mr. Pincus called for greater 
efforts to absorb school age child- 
ren among the immigrants, who 
will constitute about 30 per cent 
of the 50,000 immigrants expected 
this year. These youth, he said, en- 
counter tremendous difficulties be- 
cause of different mentalities and 
backgrounds in making contact 
with Israeli youth and fitting into 
educational institutions. 

Mr. Pincus was speaking before 
the budget committee of the Zionist 
Action Committee. 


Mr. Uzi Narkis, Director-General 
of the Agency's Department of Im- 
migration and Absorption, said 
that discussions are under way about 
the possibility of establishing ab- 
sorption centres in moshavim. Three 
such centres have already been es- 
tablished in kibbutzim. He revealed 
that only 7.7 per cent of immi- 
grants last year were above the 
age of 65 and that 30 per cent 
were under 20. 


Haifa’s welfare 
record defended 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — Three heads of muni- 
cipal departments yesterday refuted 
as unfounded and unfair charges 
raised by ‘the Municipal Council 
that welfare services in Haifa were 
below par and had been reduced in 
the past three years to save mo- 
ney. 

Presenting detailed reports, the 
heads of the social welfare, educa- 
fion and youth and sports depart- 
ments, Messrs. Baruch Bar’am, Yo- 
natan Gali and Shmuel Bialik, 
showed that money given to the 
poor was being spent constructive- 
ly, enabling many of them to stand 
on their own feet ultimately. 

Mr. Bar’am pointed out that the 
city’s welfare department was keep- 
ing pace with rent increases where 
those occurred. He also said that 
of the 3,000 large families receiving 
one form or another of welfare as- 
sistance only 180 had less than a 
subsistence income. He refuted 
charges that the welfare depart- 
ment had not been enlarged in 
recent years, saying that 20 work- 
ers had been added. 

Juvenile delinguency is much 
Jower in Haifa than elsewhere, 
thanks largely to a network of 38 
youth centres, the head of the youth 
department said. “Delinquency re- 
cedes in areas where youth centres 
exist. In that respect Halfa’s ex- 
ample is being studied throughout 
the country,” he added. Haifa 
spends IL2.5m. annually on these 
centres. :

in the chamber, accused Mr. Haus- 
ner of telling untruths and mis- 
quoting Knesset records. 

Mr, Hausner's argument was that 
MLK.s' immunity was not intended to 
help them break laws, but merely 
to protect them against false char- 
ges. He proved that parliamentary 
immunity in Israel is far more 
generous, and unnecessarily so, than 
in other lands. 

The Gahal benches seemed to take 
Mr. Hausner’s idea as an affront 
to democracy, and reacted ‘by con- 
tinuous barracking, in which they 
accused the ex-Attorney-General of 
total ignorance of the matter. 

Earlier, a motion by Rabbi Shlomo 
Gross (Agudat “srael) to debate 
the outlawing of all motor racing 
in Israel was also struck off the 
agenda. Rabbi Gross said he was 
not singling ont racing on the 
Sabbath, and did not have religious 
motive necessarily in mind. It was 
a human issue, which was bound to 
have dangerous impHcations for 
human lives, 


Mr. Peres said that if the autho- 
tities wished to ban motor racing, 
they had all the statutes they need- 
ed at thelr disposal He personally 
did not like motor racing or bull 
fighting, but surely the country 
ought to leave everyone free to 88- 
joy diversions according to bis own 
tastes, 


Citizens Law change 
goes to committee

The Knesset yesterday voted to 
committee a private members bill 
by Dr. Binyamin Halevi (Gahal) 
which would authorise the Interior 
Minister to grant Israeli citizenship, 
on application, to would-be-citizens 
while still abroad, under certain 
conditions, 

Dr. Halevi's bill was remarkably 
similar to a Government bill pre- 
sented the day before. One of the 
differences was that whereas the 
Government’s bill waited 24 hours 
‘between tabling and presentation, 
Dr. Halevi's bill waited 60 daya. 

Interior Minister Dr. Yosef Burg, 
replying, felt sure that political 
considerations would not interfere 
with the committee's handling of 
the bill {whose delay bid fair to 
create friction between Gahal and 
the Alignment eariler in the week). 

The Knesset also voted to com- 
mittee an amendment which would 
extend the obligation to carry 
identity cards for another two years.

Ask exemption 
from Tenants Law

The East Jerusalem Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday asked Justice 
‘Minister Y.S. Shapiro to exempt the 
city’s Arab population from the Law 
for the Protection of Tenants. 

The High Court ruled several 
months ago that the law applied to 
East Jerusalem as well as to the 
rest of Israel. Despite the fact that 
the ruling was then handed down 
in favour of a tenant, hundreds of 
tenants later complained that land- 
londs were demanding higher rental 
under the same law. Under the Jor- 
danian regime, Bast Jerusalem had 
no Tenants Protection Law. 

‘These tenants may suffer even 
more from the new law which Js up 
for second and the third readings in 
the Enesset, the Chamber comp- 
plained. 

In its letter to the Justice Min- 
ister, the Arab Chamber of Com- 
merce sald the economic conditions 
in the eastern section of Jerusaiem 
do not permit just application of the 
existent law. The Justice Ministry's 
spokesman, Mr. Uzi Sivan, declined 
last night to comment, noting that 
the Chamber’s letter had not yet 
reached the Minister’s office. 

The Jerusalem Post learned that 
the issue can only be tackled by the 
Knesset, in view of the fact that a 
law is involved. The Ministry of 
Justice nevertheless is entitled to 
issue recommendations.
